A 
good first step is to pick up a hi-fi maga- 
zine or two at your local newstand. They 
are a good source of information and will 
help familiarize you with the basics. Ask 
friends, relatives and neighbors who own 
systems as well. What products do they 
like; where would they shop? (A quick 
note here: nearly half our overall busi- 
ness is repeat and/or referral—we must 
be doing something right!) 

Once you’re in a store—don't be 
intimidated. Ask all the questions—value, 
reliability, performance, service, warran- 
ties. Don’t be pushed by fast talkers, 
specification quoters and that ilk.

If a “brand” name is 
unfamiliar, check other stores and nation- 
ally published buyer's guides before you 
buy.

If you can’t find the brand or 
model selling elsewhere, you can‘t make 
a valid price comparison (get the pic- 
ture?). Also, for future consideration, 
house brands may be difficult to find 
repair parts for and have virtually no 
trade-in value.
